DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/14/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicant essentially asserts that prior art Nassimi discloses an 
antenna that is merely located on or within the microphone tube, i.e. not at least partially 
integrated within the thickness of the voice tube (or tubular member). The applicant 
admits, on page 5, that Nassimi recites that the antenna may be located on or within the 
microphone tube (abstract, paragraph 0018). Nassimi again teaches that the 
microphone tube may contain one or more antenna (paragraph 0037). The examiner 
asserts that the claim language only recites that the antenna is " at least partially 
integrated within the thickness of the voice tube" and that Nassimi's teaching of an 
antenna located within the microphone tube reads on "at least partially integrated within 
the thickness". The examiner has defined thickness as the dimension through an 
object as opposed to its length and width. The applicant recites in the claim "thickness 
defined between an interior and an exterior surface thereof. The examiner asserts that 
thickness is inherent and that the applicant's definition is implicit in the examiner's 
definition. Furthermore the examiner has determined that the specification only recites, 
in reference to thickness, that " the shrink tubing 114 may have thickness of 
approximately 0.009" (page 8, lines 23-24). The definition of thickness given in the 
claim is not disclosed in the specification. The examiner is therefore maintaining the 
final rejection.
